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ABSTRACT 

This report summarizes the number of educational 
personnel prepared by institutions of the state University of New 
York. The period covered by the report is July 1, 1966, through June 
30, 1971, with a detailed description of the last 3 years of this 
5-year period. The data of the report may underestimate the number of 
educational personnel for three reasons; 1) a. student may meet 
requirements but might not apply for certification until a later 
date, at which time he might obtain certification from the New York 
State Education Department; 2) other students might not apply for New 
York certification due to a move out of state; and 3) students may be 
enrolled in courses which only fulfill the certification requirements 
when added to other courses completed, either through a different 
institution, or by direct application to the State Education 
Department. Summary tables 1968-69, 1969-70, 1970-71, include 
institution and certificate areas. Detailed tables by sex, 
certificate type, and area for 1968-69, 1969-70, 1970-71 review 
institutional summary, institution and certificate area, certificate 
area summary, and certificate area and institution.

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INTRODUCTION 



This report is a summary of the number of educational personnel 
prepared by institutions of the State University of New York. The 
period covered by this report is July 1, 1966 through June 30, 1971, 
with a detailed description of the last three years of this five-year 
period. It is a companion document to Preparation of Educational 
Personnel, 1966-67 and 1967-68. 

The State University Colleges and the University Centers at 
Albany and Buffalo have their roots deep in the tradition of teacher 
education. Most of these institutions were originally normal schools, 
founded between 1834 and 1889, evolving into degree-granting teachers 
colleges, and presently developing a liberal arts character as well. 
Some observors have interpreted this contemporary transition as likely 
to have a serious impact on the supply of educational personnel, 
particularly for the schools of New York State. One common way to 
look at this change would be to compare the proportions of all 
students receiving Education degrees, and note that in terms of the 
total degrees awarded at these institutions, Education degrees make 
up a steadily declining proportion.

As new academic majors develop in the State University institutions 
which were heavily oriented forward teacher education, it is increasingly 
possible to obtain degrees with concentrations other than Education while 
still meeting the requirements for educational certification. This 
combination of preparation for an educational career concurrently witli 
a non-Education degree is likely to continue to be attractive to students, 
particularly those who expect to teach at the secondary level. For this 
reason, this report provides a more appropriate measure of new educational 
personnel: education certifications. 

Tables 1 and 2 contain five-year trends of educational certificates 
recommended, by campus and by certificate area, respectively. The balance 
of the report is in three sections, each covering in great detail these 
years; 1968-69, 1969-70, and 1970-71. Separate data on provisional 
and permanent certificates are provided, as well as for men and women 
recipients . 

For at least three reasons, the data of this report are underestimates 
of the education personnel prepared by institutions of the State University 
of New York. First, although a student may meet all the requirements to 
be recommended by this college for an education certificate, he might not 
apply for that certificate until a later date, applying directly to the 
.'Jew York State Education Department, and therefore would not be enumerated 
in the campus statistics. This is increasingly likely because of an excess 
of teachers in some fields. Other eligible students may never apply through 
their college for certification because they may be moving out of the state, 
do not intend to teach upon graduation, and for other reasons. That the 
underestimation is not minor is seen by the estimate by one Director of 
Institutional Research that perhaps as many as 25 percent of his institution's 
students eligible for educational certification do not apply for it when 
first eligible. Still other students may be enrolled only in those courses 
which, when added to other courses completed, fulfill the certification 
requirements either through a different institution, or by direct application 
to the State Education Department in the case where the certification area 
is not available at that institution. This last case illustrates the involve- 
ment of an institution in the partial preparation of educational personnel 
without being permitted to reflect that involvement in this 




survey . 



ior the purposes of this survey, a student who had been recommended for 
more than one education certificate during each 12-month period was counted 
in more than one certificate area. It is estimated, however, that the extent 
of the unduplicated enumeration is so small that it would have no influence on 
the decisions likely to be made from using a report of this sort. 

Space forbids the individual recognition of the many campus personnel who 
contributed the basic data for this report and those in the Central Staff 
Office of Institutional Research who prepared the tables and final copy. 

We express our appreciation for their participation. Recommendations for 
the improvement of this survey and the report itself will be gratefully 
received and studied.
